To More Convenient Qnarters—They

HAS FRANCISCO, July 10.—There are 


many conservative men of affair3 here 
who fear aiid believe that tomorrow will 
develop a desperate conflict between tlie 
Federal soldiers and the striking A. It. 
If. men and their allies. Sacramento is 
the threatening point. The seriousneas 
of the situation is shown in the warlike 
pro[iaratiuu8 that the army authorities 
have taken. Up to 11 o'clock thta morn- 
ing the Federal authorities had made 
every move in secret. 
At ahout that 


hour the big ferry steamer Ahimcda 
steamed to the Presidio aiid two troops 
of cavalry and batteries of light artil- 
lery were rubbed on board. Galling 
guns and two ilolchkiaa cannon were in 
evidence, and Colonel Graham, com- 
mandant at thu Presidio, wits person- 
ally in command of the expedition. The 
Altyneda, with her formidable, cnrgo, 
steamed direct toward the month of the 
Sacramento river. But so guarded had 
the army authorities been that it was 
not known until she entered the river 
channel whether her destination was 
the state capital or Oakland. It ia not 
probable that the troops can be landed 
at Sacramento before midnight. 


The publication of President Cleve- 


land's proclamation extending the con- 
ditions of martial law to California 
caused intense excitement in Sacramen- 
to, but this afternoou, when it became 
positively known that Colonel Graham 
and bis eoklicrd to the number of over 
300 men were already en route to rein- 
force the state troops at the state capi- 
tal, the excitement then became wild 
and uuiinous. Tbe strikers grew louder 
in their threats to resist any further at- 
tempt of the troops to clear the railroad 
yards and depot, and their leaders 
loudiy proclaimed that the Southern 
Pacific Company would not be permit- 
ted to move its trains. .Nor were their 
hostile demonstrations con lined to talk 
alone. 
Men noon 
appeared in the 


streets as if in; (preparation for bat- 
tle. They transferred their guns Rm\ 
am munition from their store house on J 
street to their headquarters near the 
railroad yards. No attempt at conceal- 
ment was made. The strikers marched 
boldly through thu streets, bearing their 
weapons on thi-.ir ehouldurs, and they 
were loudly cheered by hundreds of 
sympathizers. 
* It is claimed that thu American Rail- 
way Union holds at least 1600 rilles and 
shotguns and larce quantities of am- 
munition. 
The strikers who camu 


into the city on the train seized at 
Dunsmuir brnught in over 200 rifles 
which they had collected at Diinsmuir, 
lied Klutf and Sisson. Another train 
from Truckee also brought in guns and 
ammunition. ThH afternoon a number 
of strikers were i^racticing with their 
rides on the Yolo side of the river. 
There are now over 3000 strikers in Sac- 
ramento to resist the federal and State 
troops. Flushed with their victory over 
the United States marshals and police 
on Tuesday last, and their complete vic- 
tory over more than 1000 state militia- 
men on the following day, they are in 
just the mood to resist the United States 
regulars tomorrow. 


Three hundred soldiers from the Pre- 


aidio arrived at Mare Island this after- 
noon and took on 300 marines. Then 
the Alameda steamed around the Point 
and the men were transferred to two 
Sacramento river steamers, which had 
been lying in wait. One troop of cav- 
ulry was lauded on each bank and will 
march to Sacramento along the river as 
advance guard to the boats. 


General Graham while at Mare Island 


received orders from Washington direct- 
ing him to proceed to Sacramento and 
leaving the conduct of the whole cam- 
paign to his discretion. It is antici- 
pated that the strikers will attempt to 


• interfere with the progress of the troops, 


but aa each bunt carries Galling and 
Hotchkingguns im attack from strikers 
on the river is not feared, and the guard 
on shore will prevent offensive opera- 
tions thftre. There was some idea of 
transporting the troops from Vallcjo by 
train, hut as soon us the strikers at 
South Vallejo heard they were coming 
they killed all the engines, ditching one 
and spiked the switched, thus effectually 
blocking the track. 


This afternoon crews from the Marion, 


Charleston, Monterey, Thetis and inde- 
pendence were landed at Mare island 
for riot drill. Thi-y comprise about 500 
men and will leave for Oakland to- 
iiijrht.

Representatives of the Brother- 
hood waited upon General Superintend- 
ent Fillmore at Sacramento this morn- 
ing, and announced that they were 
ready to return to work at a moment's 
notice.

At all points in the state, save Sacra- 


mento and possibly Oakland, the events 
of the day have turned in favor of the

They are (.-barged with con- 
spiracy to commit an unlawful act in 
attempting to block the progress of the 
United States mails 
Joined in the in- 


dict nent with the four leaders of the 
Railway Union was James Murivin, a 
Rock Island striker who threw the 
switch which derailed the mail train at 
Blue Island on the night of June ilOth. 
Debs, Howard, Keliher and Rogers were 
taken to the oiliee of District Attorney 
Milchrist immediately after their arrest 
and after a few hours' detention they 
were released on bail by Judge Grosa- 
cup, their bonds being $1U,000 each.

Major Galland, surgeon of the First

arms by citizens for .the purpose of de- 
feating" this mandate of the President 
would not only be a serious crime 
against the commonwealth, but it would 
set an example which, if made use of in 
the future on similar and perhaps less 
justifiable orcasions, might endanger 
the perpetuity of our present form of 
government. It cannot be denied that 
armed resistence to the lawful author- 
ity of the United States would be trea- 
son against the 
government which 


would not receive Ui9 support of a large 
majority of citizens who now sympa- 
thize with your cause. 


"I advise you, therefore, not to peraiit 


yourselves, in the?e times of danger, 
to allow your ardor anil devotion to 
your cause lo entangle you in a conflict 
with the armies of the federal govern- 
ment, for such a course would

Strikers Couple Onto a Pullman 


and Go to Sacramento. 


L.vrmtor, July 10.—Tonight a body 


of fifteen men invaded town about S 
o'clock, and in a systematic manner 
proceeded to take charge nf the tele- 
phone and telegraph offices. 
Proceed- 


ing to the round house, they tired up 
thy switch engine, and coupling onto 
the Pullman car San Lorenzo, started 
for Sacramento at 10.20, expecting to 
reach thereat 11.40. 


STOCKTON, July 10.—Strikers tonight 


stolo an engine and Pullman car at 
Lathrop and run through here at about 
11'o'clock on the way to Sacramento. 
They picked up here on the outskirts of 
town a company of men who were gath- 
ered here today to go to the scat of war 
and li^ht. The men were stationed just 
outside of town, and the train rushed 
past the long string of officers at the 
depot, und did not stop until the crowd 
was met. They got aboard and went on 
Hying. 


It is suspected that the railroad au- 


thorities made no objection to running 
the irregulars up to the capital city, 
where they will meet the regulars. The 
officers here could have sidetracked the 
train if they had been advised in time, 
but they knew nothing of the run of the 
wild train till it hau dashed through 
town. It is believed the crowd num- 
bered about 100 men. They are not 
armed, and are not able to buy arms. 
The ollicers say the job was planned by 
strikers from Sacramento, who came 
over Sunday.

For a Distance of About 100 Feet 


aud Cover Their Work 


With Sand. 


SAUUMEXTO, Cal., July 11.—Samuel

The wounded are Private Daunder,

Tbe derailment of the train today has

ing regular troops, steamed up the river 
and landed at the Y street levee. They 
were met by several companies of mili- 
tia, who had been ordered to keep the 
crowd back, fearing an attack by strik- 
ers and their sympathizers. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock the regulars 


inarched toward the depot, headed by 
Colonel Graham aud staff. After them 
came the Hotchkiss and Galling guns, 
guarded hy a foot battery aud marines. 
The cavalry was in ttie rear. As the 
troops inarched up Second atreei there 
was a rush of spectators to the depot, 
hut they were quickly dispersed. The 
strikers had abandoned the situation, 
and were nowhere to be peen. Sentries 
were at once detailed to keep the crowd 
at a safe distance from the depot. 
The 


Gatling guns ft ere trained on the depot, 
and the sentries cleared a space in 
front of the depot of about 150 feet. 


After a conference with Superintend- 


ent Fillmore, Colonel Gruham ordered 
hia ofUcers to drive everyone out of the 
depot, including the newspaper report- 
ers. 
Division Superintendent Wright 


then proceeded with the aid uf u switch 
engine to clear tho main track. 
After 


this had heen done orders were issued 
to take the caslern overland, which has 
bten delayed here since the organiza- 
tion of the strike, to San Francisco. 
Sam Clark, one of the oldest engineers 
in the employ ol the company, took 
I'.lmrgeot the engin;, und a man named 
Dan Kemp, a niilrond employe, acted as 
iiieman and Reynolds was conductor. 


Acting under instructions' from Gen- 


eral Graham nineteen regulars of bat- 
tery L, Fifth artillery, accompanied the 
train. As the train pulled out of the 
depot an ominous silence prevailed. 
Tbe strikers were evidently not in a 
happy mood, and frequently hinted that 
the train would not reach San Fran- 
cisco. Such proved to be the truth. 
Shortly after the train left the depot 
word was received here tlmt it hud been 
fired upon hy the strikers and ditched, 
and that Engineer Clark had hren 
killed by a bullet and several regnhirs 
perished in the wreck. Later advice* 
show that iiot a shot was fired. The 
strikers had uflppiked the rails for a 
distance of ahout 100 feet, and covered 
iheir dastardly work with Hand. En- 
gineer Clark, notwithstanding that he 
was on tlie alert for such 
tactics, 


plunged into the trap. The engine went 
over, bottom up, and lauded in six feet 
of water. The next two cars were piled 
on 
top.

Private Lubberding all went under. 
Their bodies are still under the wreck in 
six feet, of water. Private Dugan's arm 
was caught between the cat and a l»e;im 
of the trestle and cut clean off.

Wilso:i bad his leg lacerated. Private 
Ellis was internally hurt. Duumlur and 
Dugan will die. 


The wreck was caused by a rail hav- 


ing been taken up, the ppikes pulled, 
the fish plates removed, and then the 
rail put back again in place. 


Hhortly after the report that the train 


bad been derailed Division Superintend- 
ent Wright ordered a wrecking crew to 
the scene. General Graham also sent a 
company of cavalry to bead oil'ttie per- 
petrators.

brought to this city and immediately 
taken to the railrnad hospital where 
their injuries were dressed.

•r.il persons lost their lives. We con- 
lemii this act as outrageous and bar- 
barous, and entirely contrary to the

It is clear that the strikers realize 
the folly ot openly resisting tlie United 
States army, as they have rehisted all 
the municipal and State authority. 


From the dastardly tactics employed 


,!iis afternoon at Sacramento against 


regulars and the railroad company 


,t ia apparent, however, that Uie more 
jarbarous and more deadly tactics of 
nicrilla warfare arc to he resorted to. 
Twice during the day were the troops 
ambushed. The first attack from un- 
der cover was early in the morning. At 
(i o'clock Col. Graham landed*at Macrn.- 
mento with his force of over UOO regu- 
lars. iS'o effort was made lo resist their 
progress. Tlie troops marched direct to

At the wharves a detachment of 
state militia bad been left to guard 


the water front. The regular troops 
were no sooner out o* sight than this 


i tile hand of militiamen were tired 
upon with rifles by a force of some 
-wenty-iive meu who were concealed in 
;he bushes on the opposite side of the 
river. The militamen returned the fire, 
and ahout 1JOO sbots were exchanged 
across the river before the attacking 
jarty fled, A Japanese boy who stood 
m tlie river bank was killed by n bullet 
om the militia. 
None of the attacking party were ap- 


prehended. After this skirmish it was 
loped hostilities had ended. 
Under 


over oi the United Slates troops the 
•ailrottd oUicials went into the yards and 
resumed work unmolested. 


At Oakland today the outlook was 


also warlike. An extra forcn of 150 
special policemen and deputy sheriffs 
tiad been sworn in, and the railroad offi- 
cials were making preparations early in 
the day to start trains simultaneously 
with those sent out from Sacramento.

This morning it waa reported 
hat strikers were preparing to deinol- 
sh the railroad -bridge across the Ameri- 
can river. A train hearing titty regulars 
waa hastily dispatched.

THE LAW IS THERE. 


The statement that there is a law on 


;he federal statute books providing foi 
.he arbitration of differences betweer 
railway companies and other commoi 
carriers and their employes has been 
verified. The law was passed in I8SS 
n response, it is said, to a stiggestioi 
made by President Cleveland in his 
message of 1SSG. The law provides for 
voluntary arbitration by agreement oi 
he pnrtie?, and al.*n provide? for a com 
mission to be instituted by the Presi- 
dent regardless of the wishes of thi 
jarties involved. 


Why this law has been permitted to 


remain u. dead letter at a time when ar 
»itration would have been of such para- 
mount advantage to the entire country, 
s one of the strange features of this 
altogether unprecedented misfortune, 
'he corporations have not expressed 
hempelvep at all on this noint, but the 
abor unions as represented by Presi- 
ent Debs have proiesspd anxiety to 
ubmit their cause to arbitration. POH- 
ibly they have not appealed to the law 
>ecause the existence of the law had es- 
caped their attention, but that is a con- 
,i agency which cannot apply to the 
President, who called for such a law in 


message and affixed his signature to 


twhen it had been passed. 
President Cleveland is therefore on 


record as approving the law framed to 
meet exactly such an emergency as that 
which now confronts the country, and 
he power is left in his hands to put the 
machinery of the law in operation, pro- 
vided the parties to the unsettled dis- 
rate fail to avail themselves of it. 


The people of this country would like 


o know why President Cleveland has 
permitted a number of states in this 
Jnion to drift into a condition of an 
archy- a state of insurrection which 
ias compelled the calling out of the 
ederal forces in order to preserve the 
leacft and protect property—when he 
ippnrently had the means at his hand, 
tnd means at that of his own suKk'esl 
and approval, to meet the requirements 
of the situation and bring about a set- 
dement of the difficulty without Eacri- 
ice of life or enormous loss of the sub- 
stance of the people. The people have 
a right to know why President Cleve- 
and has neglected to avert this calara- 
ty if the law provides the means for BO 
doing. Such conduct is at this time 
ncomprehencible, and without further 
ighton the subject endless speculation 
will be indulged in as to why the Presi- 
dent has preferred the course which he 
iastaken. 


Had he taken the course which ho 


ias for the purpose of discovering the 
actual sentiments of the people towards 
he government as at present consti< 
nted, he could find no fault with the 
result. The sentiment has been and is 
>eing expressed in the plainest lan- 
;uage that the government as at present 
administered is tolerated only because 
t is necessary. If President Cleveland 
inds satisfaction in tliat fact he baa 
>een abundantly rewarded for his fail- 
ire to evoke the law, to prevent instead 
if put down resistance of federal au< 
.hority.

Public sym- 
pathy for it is strong and animosity to 
the corporations is intense, but beyond 
and above all this is fealty to law and 
order in the minds of the lame ma- 
jority. 


Opposition to the establishment oi 


law and order by whatever force thai 
may be necessary will not stand tlie 
light of investigation and candid con- 
sideration. According to the principles 
of this contest as announced by the 
leader of the striking workmen no in- 
justice to them can follow tlie establish- 
ment of perfect order. Their whole 
.strength—ami their only legitimate 
strength—lies in their ability, by the 
force of organization and moral suasion, 
to deprive the railroad of men witli 
which to carry on their business. The 
presence of United States troops or any 
other legal power cannot prevent them 
from doing that. The government can- 
not compel men to work against their 
will. It may arrest tho leader of the 
boycott for conspiracy to stop ihe mails, 
but it has no power to compel workmen 
to run the trains. Military or no mili-

Not satisfied, apparently, with put- 


ting organized labor in the place of the 
corporation as the party responsible for 
the ruin witnessed upon every hand, 
Chairman KnoM proceeds to announce 
terms upon which the differences can 
be settled, which are not only impossi- 
ble, but which are calculated to arouse 
the hot indignation of every American 
citizen who is not prepared to submit to 
despotism of the rawest kind.

must be changed. Such demand com- 
ing from any Kource is so preposterous 
that it seems incredible that sane men 
who have enjoyed the privileges of 
citizenship in a free country should 
issue such a mandate. 
Finding them- 


selves suddenly in the possession of a 
power which is claimed to be greater 
than that of the government itself, ap- 
pears to have comuletely turned their 
heads. 


The only hope of organized labor in 


this contest now lies, in the opinion of 
this paper, in an immediate reversal of 
the policy announced from Pacramento. 
Public sympathy is the foundation upon 
which-it rests, and public sympathy 
will be withdrawn from it if it insists 
upon refusing that relief to which the 
great mass of the people are entitled. 
If the railroad companies are willing to 
move the freight trains the strikers 
must move them or permit them to be 
moved, or the public . vengeance so 
ready and willing to be visited upon the 
corporation will fall upon organized 
lalror. 


The situation i3 critical, and labor is 


in need of its wisest counsel. 


DutiNG these turbulent times on the 


line of the Southern Pacific railroad, 
Fresno stands out prominently aa the 
place where perfect order has prevailed. 
Indeed, the relations between the train- 
men and other employes and the local 
manngerfl have hardly been "strained" 
by the troubles which have had such a 
demoralizing effect at other points. THE 
KEITHUCAS extends its warmest con- 
gratulations to all parties concerned 
upon the good judgment and spirit of 
fairness which has so far prevailed. It 
would also be a notable fact should 
Fresno he the first point in the state to 
raise the freight embargo, which now 
promises to be the case.

Without discussing ihts causes which

Law and order must be estab 
Hshed with all possible speed, and th 
widespread destruction of property con 
sequent upon the stoppage of transpor 
tation must come to an end. All othei 
issues have for the time beiutf become 
secondary to the preservation of the 
lives, the property and the peace of the 
people. 


If the present administration possesses

The report in this morning's Wash- 


ington dispatches that President Clevt- 
land has finally decided to take the ar- 
bitration law out o! tho cold-storage in 
which it has been BO long preserved and 
bring it to bear on the case between tbt- 
Pullman Company and its employee, 
which has come EO near to destroy ing the 
remnant of industrial life in this coun- 
try, is the best news that has been re- 
cieved since the beginning of this EUF- 
cidal contest. It seems almost too good 
to be true, but possibly the phlegmatic 
and stubborn person who now has the 
destiny of the country "on hie hands" 
baa finally become awake to the fact 
that it is a condition and not a the- 
ory which confronts him, and that some 
action besides the putting down of tur- 
bulence and resistance to state and fed- 
eral authority will 1* neceeaary in order 
to bring this issue between capital and 
labor to a termination that will be any- 
thing better than temporary suppres- 
sion. 


Certainly a better opportunity cannot 


be found for testing the merits of the 
law, aud amending it if its provisions 
are found to be inadequate. Congress 
is hi session and could find in thin im- 
portant work the opportunity for prompt 
and ueefnl action. One of the important 
advantages of arbitration ia that when 
once agreed upon business can be re- 
sumed at once, there being no reason- 
able excuse for awaiting ihe final deci- 
sion. 


If President Cleveland will demon- 


strate that he is alive by bringing tin- 
law of arbitration to bear upon thic 
case, it will at least serve to relieve the 
sombre hue of his record up (o date. 
We are not in a position to promise him 
anything, but we feel safe in saying 
that if he succeeded in hringinii about 
even a tardy seUlement, that hit-

cratic convention.

Witness Called to Testify to San- 


ders' Good Reputation—Dr. 


Uclututih Fires Up, 


Yitjin Wednesday's Dully. 


The defense in the Sanders caae yes- 


terday Bought to introduce expert testi- 
mony as to the penuineness of Woot- 
ton's aiguature on the alleged $1400 
draft on the Kutner-Goldstein Com 
pany, as well as upon all the signatures 
of WootUfo, thus contradictinK tbe tes- 
timony of John Reichman and W. II. 
McKenzie for the people. 


Dr. G. B. Mclntosh wag the expert to 


whom it fell to pass upon the signatures. 
The Doctor declared without hesitation 
that all the Wootton signatures to the 
letters written after February 1st, and 
and which were offered in evidence by 
the prosecution, were the genuine signa- 
tures of William Wootton. The witnesL 
became rather nervous under the lire of 
Assistant District Attorney Snow, who 
conducted ihe cross-examination for Ihe 
prosecution. 


The questions t*gan to become rather 


pointed, and in reply to a question from 
Mr. Snow he said "1m was not accus- 
tomed to lietcn to such insinuations.11 
This brought Jtitlge Webb's ruler into 
use, aud several raps on the desk 
brought the wimees to order. He was 
instructed to refrain from making such 
answers. 


Mrs. Cordelia Keller was the first wit- 


ness called for the defense at the re- 
sumption of the caseycslerday morning. 
She lestilied that she knew I'rofesbor

TKA1NS MOVK AT LOS AKGKLE8 


Governor MarkUam Harrying From 


Los AugeltB to the State 


Capital. 


SAM FRANCISCO, July 9.—The twelfth 


day ol the great strikes closes with not a 
wheel turning in Northern California 
At Sacramento, Oakland, San Jo;c and 
this point the situation ia unchanged. 
The Southern Pacific 
managers 
are 


utterly helpless, and appear to \tf> mak- 
ing 110 effort to resume traffic. Tonight 
there is additional excitement caused by 
the news that United States marines 
from Mare Island and regular troops 
have been ordered to Oakland to begin 
the fight that the Southern Pacific man- 
agers have been so long waiting for the 
government to make. The leaders of 
the strikers m Oakland Bay there will be 
uo organized resistance to the troops, 
but they openly declare that the strikers 
have decided to conduct a guerilla war- 
fare. 
Every one knows what 
this 


means, nnd many citizens arc fearful of 
events tomorrow. 


Governor Markham has been warned 


of the approaching danger and is hur- 
rying from Los Angeles to the state 
capitol. The fact that the authorities 
have decided to betrin operations against 
the strikers at Oakland and not at 
Sacramento, where tbe men havo al- 
ready been angered and provoked to the 
point of arming theuiaeJvea, is signi- 
ficant. In southern California the rail- 
road seems to have broken the blockade. 


SAS FHAXCIBCO, July 9.—Trainmaster 


Phelpa today stated that no effort will 
be made to run trains on the coast divi- 
sion of the Southern Pacific railroad uu- 
til the situation at San Jose is im- 
proved/ The niain track at Ran Jose is 
obstructed and the engines are hemmed 
in at the rorfnd houee. He Baid: "The 
Sheriff of Santa Clara has plenty depu- 
ties and two companies of militia, yet 
he does not try to afreet auy one or dis- 
perse the crowds that occupy the com- 
pany's property. When the- mob ia 
subdued at San Jose it will not take 
thirty minutes to have all our trains 
running on time. We have all the 
crews ready and as many extra men as 
are needed for the work."

The Men Wnf~Resist the Regular \ 


Troops. 


SACRAMENTO, July 9.—It ia said on re- 


liable authority that the regular troops 
will reach h«re tomorrow. The strikers 
are thoroughly armed, ami any attempt 
to dislodge, them will result in blood- 
shed. Last Wednesday a number of 
sti'ikura forced an entrance intn the 
heaJquaHers of the lierRsileri guards 
and stole about forty rifles. This after- 
noon a committee from the guards 
waited upon the strikers and d em an iled 
the return of the riiles. The strikers 
strenuously denied but they were in 
possession of tlui weapons, and posi- 
tively refused to allow the committee to 
search their hemlqiiartera. Upon the 
advice of the district attorney, the cap- 
tain of the guards will tomorrow pro- 
cued against the strikers to recover 
possession of the weapons. 


The citizens' committee held ti meet- 


ing tonight. Hurry Kuox, chairman or 
the committee on mediation, was prea- 
ent and promised tluit the strikers 
waiild uotinjure the railroad company's 
property. lie declared the men were 
uot anxious to shed blood, hut would 
resist any attempt of the regular troop 
to drive them from the depot. 


The Federated trades held a meeting j 


tonight and decided not to walk out if I 
ordered by President IJebs, because 
members of the trades unions are ready I 
to contribute to the support of the ! 
strikers, but would be financially crip- '• 
pled if they went out. 


S.VCKAMKXTO, July 9 —The startling 


information was received at midnight 
that martial law will be proclaimed at 
3 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, and that 
regulars are on their way hither to dis- 
perse the strikers. The announctment 
has 
caused the wildest excitement. 


The strikers are quietly arming them- 
selves, prepared to resist any attempt to 
disperse them, A prominent striker 
tonight informed the Associated Press 
reporter that if an attempt ia made to 
bring in the regulars blood will surely 
flow. Guards 
have 
been stationed 


along the river banks to warn the 
Btrikers of the approach of the steamer 
carrying the regulars. No doubt if the 
rceulara reach here tomorrow a bloody 
conflict is inevitable. As far as can be 
ascertained, ihe strikers are in posses- 
sion of 1600 riiles, and ate prepared for 
a long siege. 


AT SAN JOSE. 


A Lively Time on the Program for 


Today. 


SAS JortK, July 9.—Trains will move 


on the coast division tomorrow if all the 
power of the railroad, 25 deputy United 
States marshals, 150 deputy sheriffs and 
20 policemen can prevent the strikers 
ana their sympathizers from interfering 
with them". Division Superintendent 
Ilaydock informed the sheriff that he 
would attempt to clear the yards and 
start trains. The sheriff seut out a 
summone for 150 citizens to serve on a 
posse, and sent an order to the mill for 
as many locust cluba. -Che men sum- 
moned and sworn include the leading 
business «nd professional men of the 
town. All were ordered to be at the 
depot at 6 o'r.lock tomorrow morning, 
where the work of clearing the tracks 
will begin. The strikers are holding a 
meeting and will probably reairt the 
effort to move t he train. Colonel Whit- 
ten received word from General Tlickin- 
son today that he would send two gat- 
ling gons and probably bo here himself 
tomorrow.

dicted while in Prescott, A. T., and 
came on at once to answer to it, and 
found upon my arrival that eakl indict- 
ment was absolutely void. Siraiige that 
a $300 a month district attorney should 
have permitted such an outrage to he 
heralded through the country. Stranger 
still, I employed one of the ablest law- 
yers on the coast to look into the matter 
and he also failed to give me the infor- 
mation that even a ''wayfaring man and 
blind" could have given me. It is 
strange that neither should have dis- 
covered that fact until I appeared volun- 
tarily to defend myself. 


Can it be that the attempted indict- 


ment was instituted solely for the pur- 
pose of intimidating me so that I would 
stay away from the next trial of Heath, 
if he should ever be tried again?

Tho coat, vhie.ii weighs uot loss than 


pounds, is as impervious to air as 


it is to bullets, nnd in u groat battle 
more men would bo stifled to death or 
rendered unfit for fiction by tho wear- 


of such :iu apparatus over their 


breasts than could bo saved by it. On 
going into actiou tho first impulse uf 
tho soldier would bo to strip off Doivc's 
coat anil tabu tho chance of a bullf-t 
through the bivust in preference to suf- 
focation.

It is uofc improbable, 
however, that improvements may re- 
move or greatly lesson tho difficulty of 
using the stuff as defensive armor for 
tho individual soldier. At any rate, 
Herr Dowo bus invented a material 
which is impenetrable by bnllcts, and 
this cannot be said of steel plates nor of 
any other known material of defensive 
armor.—Philadelphia Record.

It appeara to TUB KKPUBLICAS to be

It ie certainly 
no affair of government whether coaches 
of any kind are carried with the mails. 
Ita business, and its only legitimate 
business, is to see that themails are car- 
ried, andl to protect them, regardless of 
the character of tho coaches which may 


iake 
np 
the 
trains, 
from

interference. The government has no 
more right to say that the coaches 
which usually make up a mail train 
shall now constitute such a train than 
it has to order the railroad companies to 
ay off the Pullman coaches. The ques- 
tion as to what should constitute u train 
is one to he decided alone by the rail- 
road companies with reference to Ibeir 
ability to secure men to run them. The 
government's function should begin and 
end with enforcing the order that trains 
carrying the mails must run, and that 
property 
bo 
protected 
and 
the 


mblic peace preserved. 


This view of the case ia taken with 
he understanding, of course, that there 
a no law by which arbitration can be 
compelled. The claim is no* made 
Jiat a law wan enacted in 1888 provid- 
ng for a commiaBion of arbitration In 
jasea of this kind. If thia IB the case 
.he administration has signally and 
shamefully failed in its duty in not put- 
,ing such law promptly in operation. 


In regard to tho action of the- govern- 


uent in taking measures to put down 
violence and disorder, it must hawe the 
inpport of all reasonable and loyal citi- 
:ens. To talk about opposing the de- 
cision of the government is not only 
oily, but it is treason. The govern- 
uent has acted none too promptly uor 
ipparently with more vigor than the 
situation demands. 
Riots cannot be 


quelled by inaction nor by half-way 
measures, but to the contrary when the 
necessity arises the more prompt and 
determined the action tho sooner the 
rouble will be over. The public peace 
inuat be preserved at all hazards.

.akes and right, wrongs ia :it the ballot 
jox. If they cannot be corrected there 
in a government which affords the op- 
portunity to change its policy once in 
lour years, they cannot be corrected at 
all. Should the people tear down a gov- 
ernment of their own creation, what as- 
surance is there that they would eet up 
a bettor one? None whatever. A re- 
publican form of government is what 
'.lie people make it with thuir right of 
Yanchifie; when there is sulHcient hon- 
esty, virtue and justice in that frim- 
chise, we will have a government cor- 
respond inghr honest, virtuous and just.
